Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that "Zhang does not 
disclose application of the composition to healed wounds" has been considered, but was not persuasive. Zhang teaches that their 
compositions are used for the treatment of dermal conditions. The generic dermal conditions disclosed would include the 'healed wounds' 
being claimed by Applicant. Applicant's argument that "Zhang does not disclose any drugs for the treatment or reduction in appearance of 
scar tissue" was not persuasive since Zhang teaches that their formulation can contain analgesics, hormones and antiinflammatory agents 
(col. 14, lines 55-61). Applicant's argument that "Tipton does not make up for the deficiency in Zhang" was not persuasive since Tipton 
teaches inclusion of vitamin E in a dressing formulation and thus amply overcomes this deficiency of Zhang. Regarding the Declaration 
under 1 .131 , the Declaration has not been considered/entered since Applicant has not presented a sufficient reason as to why it was not 
presented earlier during prosecution. 
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
